The  death  of  Charles  R.Tbome,  Jr., 
the  actor,  will  remove  a  familiar  fig 
ure  that  has  been  familiar  to  our  citi- 
zens for  many  summers.  Mr.  Thome 
has  been  on  the  stage  since  1854  and 
had  worked  his  way  up  to  a  higb  po- 
sition in  his  profession.  His  imperson-

Chevalier  de  Vaudrey  in  the  "Two 
Orphans,"  Fabric*  in  "Mother  and 
Son,"  John  Strebelow  in  the  "Banker's 
Daughter,"  Lucian  Gleyre  in  the"False 
Friend,"  and  Daniel  Rocbat  in  Sar- 
dou's  play  of  the  same  name  are  most 
familiar  to  Boston  audience*.  He  bad 
just  entered  on  his  career  as  a  star  in 
the  "Corsican  Brothers,"  when  his  fa- 
tal illness  compelled  him  to  resign 
his  position.  In  compliance  with  Mr. 
Thome's  wishes.there  were  no  religious 
ceremonies  connected  with  bis  funeral. 
A  shoit  address  was  made  by  Stuart 
Robson,  who  testified  to  tbe  good  qual- 
iiies  of  the  deceased. 

Some  of  our  citizens  will  perhaps 
rememher  the  letter  written  by 
Joseph  Bradford  to  the  Boston  Cou- 
rier at  the  time  when  Robson  took  the 
part  of  Mother  Jarley  at  an  entertain- 
ment given  in  aid  of  the  First  Church. 
In  that  letter  he  laughingly  alluded  to 
Robson "s  interest  in  the  Church  and 
predicted  that  he  would  find  his  way 
into  it  some  time.  He  hardly  antici- 
pated, however,  that  Robson  would 
ever  be  called  upon  to  take  the  place 
of  a  clergyman.

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Mr.  Edward  Studley  a  native  of  Co- 
hasset, and  brother  of  Mr.  Ezekiel  B. 
Studley  died  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  Sun- 
day the  uth.    He  was  born  in  the 
house  on  Elm  street  now  owned  by  his 
hrother,  July  2,  1824.    His  father  was 
seafaring  man,  which  occupation 
the  son  followed  a  short  time  and  then 
learned  the  trade  of  a  machinist.  In 
early  life  be  passed  some  years  in 
England,  engaged  in  setting  up  cotton 
machinery  from  the  United  States.  He 
began  railroad  work  as  a  locomotive 
engineer  on  the  Contoocook  Valley 
line,  when  it  was  operated  by  the  Idle 
Gov.  J.  A.  Gilmore.    Subsequently  he 
was  master  mechanic  of  the  Clarc- 
mont    Railroad    shop  at  Bradford. 
Thence  he  went  to  the  Concord  R.  R. 
where  he  filled  a  similar  position  for  a 
number  of  years.    About  1875  he  be- 
came master  mechanic  of  the  Buffalo 
Division  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michi- 
gan Southern  Railroad,  which  place  he 
filled  until  failing  health  compelled 
him  to  resign.    Returning  to  Concord 
he  partially  recovered  his  strength, 
and  was  at  the  head  of  the  Northci 
Railroad  shop  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Mr.  Studley  was  widely  known  as  a 
railroad  mechanic  of  a  high  ordei 
skill  and  Invention.    In  social  life  he 
was  retiring,  hut  kind  and  genial, 
while  In  all  moral  and  business  rela- 
tions he  was  remarkably  pure  and  up- 
ight.    In  his  railway  associations  he 
was  greatly  beloved  by  all  with  whom 
he  came   In  contact.    The  deceased 
left  a  widow  and  three  ehlklren,  Fu- 
neral services  were  held   at  Concord 
Wednesday,  and  the  remains  were  In- 
terred at  Cohasset  Thursday.

What  is  It? 
is  what  interests  everybody 
just  now,and  it's  what  everybody  wants 
to  know.  Some  say  it's  a  Wolf,  oth- 
ers a  Canada  Lynx,  while  occasionally 
an  incredulous  one  is  found  who  is 
willing  to  het  that  it's  only  come  foreign 
specie  of  Shepherd  dog.  We've  been 
studying  illustrated  zoology,  natural 
history,  hunters'  guide  and  other 
works  appertaining  thereunto,  and 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
historic  antediluvian  didn't  take  any- 
thing inlo  the  ark  that  answered  fully 
the  description  of  an  animal  that  was 
shot  last  Friday  week  in  what  is  called

The  only  issue  that  was 
raised  in  the  district  was  that  ol  tariff 
reduction  and  reform,  aud  when  elec- 
tion day  had  passed  Burrows  wa.«  be- 
hind several  hundred  votes,  u  mnjority 
of  thousands  w  iped  out  in  this  issuo 
nlooe.

Last  week,  when  it  was   "figured  up,' 
the  interest  for  four  years  compounded 
annually  mndethe  uote  worth  8109.70, 
which   he  paid   $50.00.    He  bos 
pnid  $63.64  since   he  Iwrrowed  the 
$70.00,  the  interest  has  amounted  to 
8113.31,  and  he  now    owes  $I4Ct.70, 
which  he  promises  to  pay   after  next 
harvest.    Somo  say  it   is  better  for 
some  men  to  be  iu  debt,   because  thoy 
will  economise  and  try  to  owu  whnt 
they  have,  hutowefor;  while  if  they 
dehtaud  had  n  little  money, 
they  would  spend  it  loolishly  for  things 
they  could  easily   get   nlong  without 
if  that  money  was  needed  tn  satisfy 
impatient     creditor.    This  seems 
weuk  urgument,  for  if  oue  cannot  keep 
little  he  will   certainly   never  hnvo 
iore.— [The  Record.

creases  the  tax  bitL  On  the  other 
hand,  a  low  valuation  increases  the 
rate  of  taxation,  lor  whether  high  or 
low,  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  the 
town  most  be  lexied  on  the  taxpayers 
if  high  the  rate  will  be  lower,  if  low 
the  rate  mu5t  be  higher  There  is  one 
ntage  in  a  high  valuation,  where 
rn  desires  growth,  for  high  rates 
:y  fxwn  repel  buyers  of  estates. 
T§e  first  thing  a  buyer  wants  to  learn, 
is  the  rate  of  taxation,  be  does  not  ask 
the  question  whether  the  town  valua 
tion  is  high  or  low.  if  the  tax  valua 
tion  of  your  place  is  high,  it  sustains 
the  price  demanded  for  your  property 
and  the  buyer  thinks  it  a  better  bar 
n,  whil;  if  the  rate  of  taxation  is 
;h,  ten  chances  to  one  the  buyer 
ks  in  another  direction  and  not  on- 
ly the  seller  but  the  town  Is  at  a  stand 
ftiU.  High  valuation  and  low  rates 
will  bring  more  buyers,  and  more  buy- 
ers of  our  land  with  improvements 
ma<'  •  rear,  Li  ngs  wealth  and  less 
taxes.
